FOB THE Tf.nth Distbict. — T he Convention as- 
sembled iu Covington, Thursd.-iy, and organized 
by the selection of J. 5V. English, of Owen 
county, chairman, pro tem. -Ml the counties were 
then called, and a full representation of delegatei 
answered to their name?, excejit Trimble county. 
During the session of the Convention the utmos. 
confusion and disorder prevailed, especially dur- 
ing the balloting. 

The Convention was afterwards permanently 
organized by the choice of J. W. English ProK- 
dent, and S. F. Covington ai.d R. Kichardsai, 
Secretaries. 

The Convention then adopted, as a b.osis of ic- 
presentation, the Democratic vole cast in Lie 
Tenth District in 1853, allowing one vote to each 
county for every fifty Democratic votes cast at 
that election. 

Nominations lieing in onler, the following jen- 
tlcinan were nominated ; 

Maj. H. C. Harris, of Kenton; O. P. Hogar^of 
Grant; J. 5V. Leathers, of Kenton; J. A. De- 
Courcev, of Campbell; Hiram Kelsey, of Owen. 

On the fourth ballot -Maj. H. C. Harris was 
nominated. The vote stood: Harris 73, Kelsey 
53, and Hogan 1 1. 

On motion, Maj. Henry C. Harris was noni- 
nated by acclamation. 

■Major Harris being then called for, addressed 
the meeting. He thanked them for the honor 
conferred, and promised to exert himself to se- 
cure the election of the Democratic ticket ; allu- 
ded to his course as Representative an J 8ena:or ; 
asserted his warm attachment to Democratic prin- 
ciples, and denounced bitterly the Know-Notli- 
ings.

The Crops in Bourbon. — T he prospect for 
abundant crops in that county and through the 
whole of that part of the State, is as fine as could 
he desired. The wheat is remarkable for its lux- 
nriance, the rapidity and strength of its growth 
aud for its deep rich color. The oats, though not 
so tall as it often is at this season, is now grow- 
ing rapidly, and with seasonable weather, will 
^ve a lieavy yi-Hd. The corn, since the rain, un- 
der the influence of the hot sun of the past few 
flays, has been growing with remarkable vigor. 
The ground every vhere is in first rate order, and 
the fields arc freer from weeds than we have ever 
seen them. There is also a remarkable scarcity 
of all kinds ot insects. 

Of frnit there is an unusual abundance. The 
only diificulty is that there is too much of it on 
the trees. ,\ll who desire to save their trees 
an-l have fruit, eapt-cially peaches in jierfection, 
should thin it out by picking oft' w ith the hand. 
To thrash it off with clubs, as is sometimes done, I 
is worse than useless ; better let it all remain. 
To pick it off is a rather tedious operation w hen 
there are many trees, but it will pay, imd pay 
well.

Th<* RIew An of Bi’ording: Fish. 

The attention of anglers, as well as of scientific 
men, in Europe has lately liecn much occupied 
w ith the different mo<les of artificial fish-breed- 
ng, and aa the subject is well worthy of public 
attention, we take this opportunity to refer to 
it. The attention of mankind to this branch 
of industry dates back to the year 1731, in which 
Count de G.jldstein established the possibility 
of artificial fecundation of trout's eggs. An ex- 
tract trom Geldstcin's work was inserted in a 
work called Soiree's Ucltrttennes, and in 1770 
Murceau gave a translation of it in the third vol- 
ume of Ills Traitc griiiral des Pukes. About the 
same lime Jacobi, a German naturalist, publisheil 
an interesting letter upon the art of bringing up 
salmon and trout, and on the production of these 
lish by means of artificial lecundation. At a later 
date successful experiments were made in Great 
Britain by Dr. Knox, Mr. Boccius, .Mr. Shaw and 
Mr. A Y oung. In 1835 Signor Busconi pub- I 
lished, in the seventy-ninth volume of the Btblio- 
Ikua ItaJiana, new observations on the develop- 
ment of fish, and gives some details of the artifirial 
fecundation of the eggs of the tench and ablette. 
Notwithstanding these varied and widely extend- 
ed labors of men of science, it remained for two 
jHK>r and illiterate fishennen to develope more 
fully the plans for the production of fish ab oro; 
and although thr discovery of these peasants had 
been forestalled by the labors ofpast ages, yet they 
were as really the founders of this new branch 
of induflrv as were their more highly cultivated 
and fortunate predecessors. The names of these 
two persons were Gehinand Remy. They lived 
in one of the most secluded valleys of the chain 
rf Vosges, pursuing their humble, occupation of 
fishermen. 

M'hilst engaged in their daily avocation, the 
decrease and the threatened extinction of many 
species of fish awakcnnl their minds to the neces- 
sity for some plan wliich should have for its end 
the propogation and continuation of the icthyo- 
logical fauna of their neighborhood, and with a 
rare and proisworthy perseverance seldom found 
amongst the class to which they belonged, they 
carefully watched the natural process of hatch- 
ing in Situ and developed therefrom the present 
manner of breeding by artificial means. On the 
announcemeni of their discovery the scientific 
world was, of course, in coimnotion. Envoys 
from the academies of Holland, StrasI urg, and 
Paris came to the inventors to lie assured of the 
reality 'of their claims. They w ere called to Paris, 
their names inscribed among the members of the 
academy of sciences, and were honored by invi- 
tations to dine w ith different persons of high rank. 
This was the reward of I'.eir valualile utilita- 
rian discovery! If the smallest pattern of an 
academician— one called to his chair for a 
successful jiicce of poetry — had made such a dis- 
covery, he would by this time have had crosses 
from every sovereign in Europe; but these are 
only two fishermen! The subject and the mode 
of artificial fecundation is one well worthy the 
attention not only of the disciples of Isaac M'al- 
ton, but one which should possess much interest 
tor agriculturisu and amateur farmers. This 
process will enable us to have, within easy reach 
and at a very cheap rate, all those delicate fish 
which are so esteemed by epicures, and which are 
now only to be had by a few fortunate men of 
wealth. 

One of the amateur fanners of our neighbor- 
hood has been very successful in his attempts to 
raise gold and silver fish from spawn, and we be- 
lieve has the intention to try other varieties. M’e 
cannot urge too strongly upon the fishermen and 
tanners of our vicinity to turn their attention to 
the cultivation of fine varieties of fish, for they 
might lie made as much an article of food as 
sheep or cattle, and with far less trouble. 

The following is the manner of procuring the 
spawn and treating the fish; “M'hen they come 
up to spawn catch a male and female of the same 
species, taking the female first, hold her by the 
back with the left tiand, and, t j prevent her from 
struggling violently, press her head and body 
against you; with the other hand gently stroke the 
alidomen. In a few moments she will become 
quieted; then lake a vessel filled with water — 
should the fish still struggle call in the assistance 
of another person — then taking the thumb and 
fore-finger of the right hand, press lightly the belly 
from top to bof.om." The operator must be care- 
ful not to press with too much force, for if the 
proper time has been chosen, the eggs wjll be 
pressed out by a very gentle force, and if this is 
not the case be assured that the proper time has 
not yet arrived. “M’hen, by a number of these 
passes, the eggs are all pressed out, a male fish 
t* taken and operated on in the same manner; 
the milt thus expressed from the male falling into 
the reeeptaculum and giving the water a white 
hue, stir the mixture gently about with the hand 
or the tail of the fish. Before the mixture of the 
milt with the water covering the eggs, their color 
is a pale orange and transparent. After the mix- 
ture, the eggs that have been fecundated assume 
a brownish hue and a black speck appears in the 
centre of each. After this the water must be 
changed once or tw ice mxre. M’hen the fecun- 
dation is complete some of the eggs w ill appear 
white; remove the.m, as they arc lifeless and will 
only destroy the living ones. 

The nextjthing necessary is a box, pierced with 
a great number of small holes, in order to let the 
water have a free passage through the box, and 
still keep il purged from impurities, which would 
otherwise be dcpositetl upon them and retard or 
prevent altogether t'.eir hatching. The bottom 
of the box is covered by abed of fine gravel, and 
on this is placed the f^undated eggs. Each 
box should contain but one brood of eggs. The 
box is then closed, a hole is dug for it in the 
gravelly bottom of a ninning stream of fresh 
water, iu which it is placed and gravel strewed 
over it. The box, so placed, is left for a month 
or two, or longer should this not suffice, when the 
young fish will commence to ajtpear. They 
should be kept inclosed from eight to fifteen days, 
according as their numbers arc small or great, 
then they should be set at liberty in the same 
water as that in which they were hatched. The 
fish thus produced must still l>e fed with meat 
cooked, and the fibres of it separated into small 
pieces; when they grow somewhat older they 
may be left to seek their own food, and in course 
of time will reward the operator for his trouble 
by furnishing his table with fish of bis own 
raising. 

M’e leave this subject, regretting that space 
and time has forced us to treat it so imperfect- 
ly, and refer those who may liecomc interested 
in the subject of pisciculture, to a little work 
called “Artificial Fish Breeding," by M’. H. Fry, 
where a resume of all the labors in this depart- 
ment of practical science may be found, and to 
which work we are principally indebted for this 
article. 

Gbkat M’heat Cbop. — M’ e leant that tlie 
whe.at throughout Jefferson county never looked 
finer than now, and that the yield will be the 
most prolific ever known. A fanner, three miles 
only from the city, has a field of wheat which he 
says is in perfect condition, and anticipates a large 
yield. He counted on one stalk sixty-fiyc shoots, 
each of w Inch was bi'aring grain. 

Bcllitt CofNTv. — M’e understand that Phil. 
Lee, Esq., is a candidate for the I..egialature in 
the county of Bullitt. Mr. I>ee w as a member 
of the House at the last session, and represented 
the interests of his constituents with great faith 
fulness. They cannot do lielter than return him. 
He is ever}' inch an American. 

Ben Hardin Helm, a son of ex-Governor 
Helm, is an .American candidate for the Legisla- 
ture in Hardin county. Mr. H. is a graduate of 
M’est Point, served some time in the army, is a 
practitioner of law, and in every way well quali- 
fisd to represent his countv.

M'e understand that a fillibusteriiig partv, havii-g 
anew destir ation, is in progress of rapid organi- 
zation in 'he South. This party purposes to go 
hence to Matamoras. Their pirticular field of 
operation is not known, but their design is said to 
be to take possession of some one of the Mexican 
States, to confiscate the lands and personal es- 
tate, and so to reimburse themselves for their 
“services in the cause of freedom.” The ex- 
pedition is under the command of a distinguished 
Southern gentleman who has heretofore held sev- 
eral positions of trust. M e have not heard cf 
their organization elsewhere, but we arc assured 
that three hundred men arc ready to embark from 
this city. Sixty of this number left Louisville 
yes'erday. The expeditionists are said to have 
the sympathy and expect the support of a strong 
party in Mexico. The ex|>ediiiun has so for been 
organised with the most absolute secrecy, as none 
of their movements have heretofore transpired. 
M’e are unable to inform oar readers as to the 
precise objects of the new filliliusters, but we 
think that the statements made above are relia- 
ble. Should the expedition succeed in reaching 
Matamoras, there is every probability ol their 
being able to carry out their plans against the 
Mexican government. M’hat Uncle Sam will 
do in the event of their success, remains to be 
seen.

Dralh of a Ciood !VIaii. 

In the Conner of M’ednesday we briefly tl- 
luded to the death of Chas. Quirey, the Sheriff 
of Jefferson county. Mr. Q. died at his residence 
in this city Tuesday night at 11 o'clock, after a 
protracted illness from disease of the lungs. He 
was a native of the county and fifty-four years 
of age. As a merchant, manuf-cturer, and pub- 
lic officer, he was well known in this community, 
and highly esteemed. In all these relations he 
sustained through his life the most blameless re- 
putation. His charactei for integrity, for honor, 
and for ni niiness was beyond rensure.’ No one 
ever attached the intention of w rong to any act 
of his life. M’here errors marked his course of 
conduct, they resulted from the judgment and 
not from the heart. 

Mr. Quirey was for many years an extensive 
merchant in this city. Afterwards he officiated 
as Sheriff, an 1 at the second election under the 
new' constitution he was chosen by the people 
High Sheriff. L’st August he was re-elected to 
a second term, by a large majority over a popular 
competitor. In his official cap.ocit'' he served 
the Slate and the people with great fidelity, no 
man having ever occupied that position who gave 
greater satisfaction. He was just both to his 
constituency and the Commonwealth, serving each 
plike without fear or favor. 

About thirty years ago Mr. Quirey became c''n- 
nccted with the Baptist Church, and since then 
has been a leading member of that denomin: tion. 
Perhaps it was in his church relations that this 
estimable gentlem.an liest displaved his noble 
traits ot character. He was emphatically a good 
man; a Chri.stian not only in name, but in every 
deed of his life. As an officer in the church — 
having been many years a deacon — he was more 
serviceable to the estahlishincnt of his peculiar 
foith in this city than any other man. In tha 
Baptist Churches of Kentucky his memory will 
long be cherished. 

Mr. Quirey leaves a wife, daughter, and son to 
deplore his loss. 

The funeral services will be held to-morrow“ 
(Thursday) afternoon in the M’alnut-slreet Ba{>- 
tist Church at 3 o’clock.

Moreheailand 
Trabue, in their replies, severely scorned him for 
making such remark. If- we have been advised 
correctly, the statement can be substantia'ed bv 
many citizens of Scott county; as a large audi- 
ence was present and heard the speeches of the 
three gentlemen. 

AVe have also been told that so bitter was Dr. 
.Marshall towards Native .Americanism, during 
the canvass alluded to above, that when he was 
urged by a prominent citizen of Scott county, 
whose name is in our possession, to decline the 
canvass, as the Democrats did not wish to run a 
candidate, but desired to let the contest be be- 
tween Morchead andTrabue, he declared that “he 
came out for the purpose of preventing the party 
from running after the hellish doctrine of N's 
tivism." 

Sailing of the M’alxer Expedition. — T he 
brig Vesta, with the M’alker expedition on board, 
left San Franci.sco during the night of the 4th 
of May, having lieen detained to that time by a 
libel taken out by those who had provisioned their 
vessel.

The deputy sheriff went below, 
when Col. AValker produced a lurge imndle of pa- 
pers done iiD in red tape, and immediately both he 
and the deputy shcrilT’ examined their contents. 
While so engaged, the deputy sheriff thought he 
perceived a motioo quite unusual iu ships at an- 
chor, and started to go on deck, but bis impetuositv 
was cheeked by fuir or five of the expedilioaists, 
who, aniied to the teeth, .suddenly made their ai>- 
pearanee. 

They infonned the deputy that the ship was under 
way — that under the cirenmstances there was 
no iiseiu taking the matter to heart, and concluded 
by bringing forth a basket of champagne from the 
locker. After the A’esta had got outside the Heads, 
the sheriff was placed on board the steam tug and 
the .ship stood out to s a. The e.xpeditinuLsts, num- 
bering fifty-six all told, were armed to the teeth, 
each man having lieen provided with two six-shoot- 
ers, a boWie knife, and iiMis-soLssippi rifle, which are 
considered the best tools fur the development of the
